One of these who 
has been decided upon for Supervisory, 
according to persistent rumor about 
the Mayor’s office, i Henry Branden- 
stein, ex-Supervisor and at one time 
candidate for. District Attorney. 

AFTER PHELAN’S HELPERS.

Mike Casey, the great conservative, 
was the head of the teamsters’ strike 
in 1902, which was the most awful 
debauchery of blood and crime ever 
known on this Coast—or anywhere 
else tn America. McArthur is editor 
of the Seamen's Journal and was a 
coadjutor with Andrew Furuseth in 
the crime-reeking sailors’ strike, whose

WASHINGTON, July 19.—{Exclu- 
Dispatch.}] Several «men who have 
vistted President Roosevelt in the 
last ten days have said on their return 
here that there would hot be any rad- 
ital légisiation in the session of Con- 
gress which will begin on the first 
Monday of next December. 

Senator Hopkins of illinois, who saw 
the President yesterday, was here to- 
night and confirmed the news that has 
come from Oyster Bay. Mr. Roosevelt 
always selects someone as his spokes- 
man, when there is any subject of 
imterest about which he would have 
the public informed as to his views. 
These spokesmen have not always 
quoted the President in the way de- 
sifed by him, but it is not likely that 
Senator Hopkins has gone astray. 

Senator Hopkins says there will be 
mo legislation next session aiming to 
control the over-capitalization of rail- 
roads. The subject may be kept alive. 
But no amendments to the statute will 
foliew. On this subject Senator Hop- 
kins says: 

+ “In a general way the Interstate 
Commerce law will be. strengthened 
Where experience shows it is neces- 
sary. As to control of over-capitaliza- 
tion, I doubt whether this will be 
acted on, for the reason that careful 
research and inquiry are necessary: to 
Getermine whether the railrvuads are 
Over-capitalized and whether there is 
any occasion for it. President Roose- 
velt is disposed to let the Hepburn 
fate act have a fair trial before at- 
tempting further legisimtion.”’ 

This policy, Senator Hopkins thinks, 
will “lift the clouds,” #0 to speak. At 
the same time the moves against the 
offending corporations will be con- 
tinued until all are convinced that 
Obedience to the spirit and letter of 
the statutes is the only safe thing.

NO ONE iS BLAMED. 


Board of Inquiry Reports That Flare- 
Back Caused Accident on Battle- 
ship Georgia. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.} 
WASHINGTON, July 19.—A _  tele- 
gram received at the Navy Depart- 
ment today from Admiral Thomas, 
commanding the second division. of 
the Atlantic fleet, gives the conclu- 
sions of the board of investigation 
which investigated the cause of the 
accident upon the battleship Georgia 
eatly in the week, by which ten men 

lost their lives. 

The board finds that the charge of 
powder was ignited by a delayed flare- 
back, which apparently was caused by 
the shutting off of the air blast too 
soon, with a light wind blowing into 
the muzzle of the gun. The first sec- 
tion of the charge in the second load- 
ers arm was first ignited. The con- 
clusions of the board are summarized 
under four different paragraphs, as 
follows: 

(A.) The charge was not ignited by 
a blown electrical fuse or a short cir- 
cult, nor by an electric spark from 
any electrical device in the turret. 

(B.) The charge was not ignited by 
a percussional or frictional spark. 

(C.) The charge was not ignited by 
a spark or cinder falling tnto the tur- 
ret from outside. 

‘(D.) The charge was not ignited as 
a result of any condition due to de- 
terioration of the powder.

New Sewer Supports. 


The City Engineer has completed 
plans and specifications for steel-con- 
crete trestles to hold up the central 
intercepting sewer across the ‘Los An- 
geles River at Sixth street. The con- 
tract will be let in two sections; one 
for the sinking of wells for the founda- 
tions, and the-other for the steel and 
concrete work. The Board of Public 
Works yesterday ordered advertise- 
ment for bids. This main sewer for- 
merly was five feet underneath the 
river bed; but the constant excavations 
along the river have lowered it to such 
an extent that the huge pipe now 
stands from four to six feet above the 
sands. There is necessity for more 
permanent supports than the wooden 
— before the rainy season ar- 

ves. 


Mountain View Improvements. 


Property owners on Mountain View 
avenue have filed a petition asking the 
City Council to order the sidewalking 
and curbing of that street in sections 
where this has not already been done, 
and to provide for a system of cobble- 
stone gutters to carry off the storm 
waters, which accumulate in portions 
of the street. 


Another Overhead Crossing. 

The Los Angeles Inter-Urban Com- 
pany yesterday petitioned the Board 
of Public Works to be allowed to con- 
struct an overhead highway or bridge 
on Soto street, between Marengo street 
and Charlotte street, thus raising the 
street's traffic above the right of way 
of the new Covina electric line. The 
company sets forth that it owns prac- 
tically all of the property over which 
the bridge would extend, and that it 
would build the structure and pay any 
damages that might be assessed. The 
proposition is favored by the Board of 
Public Works, and the company has 
been requested to submit its plans to 
the City Engineer for approval. 


That Arroyo Bridge. 
Brooklyn Heights people note with

HE POLITICIANS AND THE 
PEOPLE. 

A few days ago The Times edi- 
torially asked attention to a pe- 
culiar political situation in the United 
States. The peculiarity lies in the 
great political activity prevailing so 
long before the national conventions, 
on one side, and the apathy on the 
other. The politicians of the two 
great parties are unusually busy for 
80 early a date. The people are un- 
usually hard to interest in the plans 
of the leaders. 

There is a reason for this, and the 
apparent apathy of the people does 
not arise from lack of vital interest 
in the situation. The people seem) 
asleep because they are in direct an- 
tagonism to the politicians. When 
the time comes it will be seen that the 
pecple are not asleep and the poli- 
ticlans will be given a rude awaken- 
ing. The important fact that William 
H. Taft is the only name which has 
awakened any manifestation of inter- 
est among the people points how pub- 
lic sentiment is going. Taft is the 
only man yet to come before the peo- 
ple as representing and standing for 
Roosevelt policies. There is precisely 
where the fecretary of War gets his 
strength. It is because no other as- 
pirant for Presidential honors has de- 
clared for these policies that the pub- 
lic decline to take an interest in their 
candidacy. The strong leaning of a 
large number of Democrats to Roose- 
velt, or to a pronounced Roosevelt 
man, accounts for the general indif- 
ference for Mr. Bryan. There is where 
the cleavage exists, and where it will 
work in both -.parties. The real 
strength of Bryan at this time lies in 
the hope that he would carry on the 
work begun by Roosevelt, and Demo- 


view have more faith in Roosevelt 
than in Bryan and would. proba.

There are powerful influences in both 
parties opposed to the Republican ad- 
ministration.

Should such a man secure the nomina- 
tion in either party he would have the 
active support of these interests in 
both. 


The unsatisfied have no hope what- 
ever in the Republican party. There 
are only two contingencies there. It 
will be Roosevelt or anti-Roosevelt. 
The latter would be conservatism in 
the most extreme form. The former 


dent's policies and be content to stop 
there. Therefore the radicals of all 
names will flock to the Democratic 
ranks in the hope of swinging that 
party into line for a hundred and one 
theoretical schemes, each of them sure 
to create more or less disruption in 
the business of the country, and all 
together subversive of present condi- 
tions to the extent of being revolu- 
tionary.

HE UTAH OIL FIELD. | 
Oil has been found in Utah, an 
people who were keeping their heads 
over strikes and big fields near home, 
whose worth and extent have been 
long known, appear to be wildly’ ex- 
cited over this new find in an isolated 
district, accessible only by a long rail- 
road ride over the desert and a long 
overland drive 
which Angelenos, as a rule, know but 
very little indeed. | 

Let us consider a few things in 
this connection. In the first place, 
the extent of this oil belt is unknown. 
Be it ever so large, it must have its 
limits and boundaries, and some of 
the companies are bound to be located 
wrong. 

In the second place, it should not be 
forgotten that if there is much oil to 
be had at the slight depth at which the 
first strike has been made, hundreds 
of wells will go down in a compara- 
tively short time once the move is 
well started, and this means that oil 
will go down In price—at least the 
product of this fleld. Such is the in- 
exorable law of supply and demand. 

It is not going to be the easiest 
thing to market this oil, at first. It 
is located fifty miles from a railroad 
across a barren country. It can, in 
time, be piped, but pipe lines cost 
something and it may be some time 
before one is laid, for not only cost 
but ability to get delivery promptly 
of material must be considered. Again, 
when the oj] reaches the railroad 
it must be transported several hun- 
dred miles to market, on a single 
track railroad across a desert. Rates 
are likely to be high and the same 
old question of cars will come again. 
This is bound to be the case, and it 
will be useless and foolish when it 
does to fume and rave at the railroad, 
unless, indeed, it continues the short- 
age for years and years. 

Every field has had this experience. 
Look at Beaumont. Oil was easily 
and cheaply obtained, and the price 
went to two cents a barrel, with 
its Inevitable consequences of failures, 
bankruptcies, dishonest proceedings 
and anger directed frequently against 
those least to blame. In the end, those 
companies 
had the best management, made the 
money. If it is big enough, Utah's 
oil field may make some millionaires 
as 


near home.

— person and property. 
to insure safe water, clean milk, clean 
streets, a fair market, a serviceable 
‘education. It should “supply parks, 
iplay spaces, libraries, educational op- 
portunity for. all. Cruelty to children 
sheuld be impossible. Exploitation of 
the weak by the strong, the many by 
the few should be prohibited. Taxes— 
neither too little nor too much—should 
be equitably raised. None should be 
wasted or used to manufacture wretch- 
edness, incapacity, crime, sickness. It 
is probably true that you have never 
expected government to do all these 
things at one time for your commun- 
ity. What it actually does and fails 
-to do that it might do with taxes 
raise? probably few citizens in yeur 
community know. Is it not true that 
“good government” makes you think 
of particular times when you “drove 
the rascals out?” In the background 
of that same picture you undoubtedly 
see the subsidence of reform and the 
backsliding of your community to bad 
government. 

That brings me to Prof. Lowell's 
bird. and to the answer to both my 
riddles. 

Prof. Lowell left his Cambridge home 
in charge of his brother, giving care- 
ful instractions about ventilation, care 
of furniture, watering planis, ete.

Good government is like Prof. Low- 
ell’s bird in the care it receives from 
its steward, the American citizen. Rep- 
resentative government naturally re- 
fuses to represent those wh@ pay no 
attention to it except when itfis starv- 
ing. Our instructions have n incom- 
plete. We have spent too much 
thought on the supposed goodness or 
badness of our caretaker and too little 
on the bird. 

TEN PROPOSTIONS. 


I want to suggest a recipe for good 
government that has not yet been con- 
sistently tried by American cities or 
States. It can’t possibly make things 
worse. It may make them very much 
better. A short trial in New York has 
saved hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, and temporarily removed mary 
obstructions to good, representative 
government. 

This recipe consists of a-~point of 
view and a method, both explained by: 
the following ten propositions that any 
school boy can learn and that the ac- 
tive civic leaders of every community 
can put to work if they will try: (1.) 
Those desiring good. government are 
in the majority. (2.) If the majority 
votes for bad government it is be- 
cause of misunderstanding. (3.) The 
most effective way to cure misunder- 
standing is to produce understanding. 
(4.) Understanding is impossible to- 
day In most communities because we 
lack information as to the problems, 
the results and the needs of govern- 
ment. (5.) For want of facts, catas- 

trophe, scandal and sensationalism are 
teachers-in-chief American citizens. 
(6.) Because catastrophe, scandal and 
sensationalism are sporadic, civic con- 
science is sporadically awakened. (7.) 
The same vivid impression made upon 
the mind by occasional catastrophe. 
scandal and sensationalism may be 
produced by reiteration of fact. (8.) 
Continuous vivid impressions will be 
possible only when a method is de- 
‘vised that will continuously tell the 
whole truth clearly to all citizens. (9.) 
The cohesive power of legitimate 
benefits clearly seen by the many 
will prove greater than the cohesive 
power of illegitimate gains seen by 
the few. (10.) An ounce of efficiency, 
is worth a ton of blundering good in- 
tention; -a ray of intelligence cast 
upon the source of evil is worth more 
than a moral explosion. 

The encouraging thing about this 
recipe is that We can make our bad 
officers make and take the: very med- 
icine that will cure them of their power 
to do the public harm. Our officers 
all pretend now to tell us exactly how 
they spend our tages and our author- 
ity and what they give us in return. | 
There are ways of telling this story 
that either conceded or mis-state truth 
—that'’s' the’ kind of story we generally 
get now. There are other ways that 
reveal the truth and lead to right con- 
clusions and right actions. Which 
ways are used by your city and State 
officers? Do they tell the truth so 
that you understand what your taxes 
buy, or do they confuse or misrep- 
resent. truth? | 7 |

But this we are already pay- 
ing for anyway. Records that do not 
tell the truth almost invariably cost 
more than records that explain gov- 
ernment acts and government needs. 
After paid officials tell what they do 
when they do it, and report monthly, 
quarterly or annually to the public, 
the private citizen who wants to be a 
good citizen can, with little expense, 
circulate the truth quietly to the good 
persons who are in the majority in 
desiring good government. When pub- 
lic officials know that the truth must 
be told, and when citizens look! to 
see what the truth is, the first con- 
dition of corrupt and inefficient gov- 


on the part of the governed. Bribery 
and stumbling are at thelr lowest un- 
der a constant blazing light. Never 
in the world will good government ex- 
ist in America until good men — 
women out of office make it possible 

and necessary for tmperfect men ina 
office to govern by methods that will 
benefit the governed. In how far the 
government of any community falls 
short is to be determined just‘as you 
learn about weights and measures of 
other purchases, by tests of the thing | 
purchased. Every community has 
enough leaders to keep good govern- 
ment all the time, if these leaders will 
keep the public constantly informed 
as to what they are getting—what 
everybody can see—instead of split- 
ting the ranks of those desiring good 
government by fighting over men and 
motives, about which few people can 


agree.

Incandescent Light Regulation. 

The inability to regulate the amount 
of light from an electric lamp the 
same as can be done with gas, has 
been the chief fault to be found with 
the same. A lamp is now on the mar- 
ket which is capable of three deg 
of illumination. One point cheda an 
illumination of 80 per cent. of its|tota] 
capacity, which, in the case of the 16- 
candle-power lamp, is barely sufficient 
to indicate the location of the lamp to 
one entering the room and who may 
want to reach the light in order to 
turn it up higher. This tiny glow does 
away with the necessity of groping 
around in the dark in the search for 
the lamp, often at the sacrifice of 
some of the bric-a-brac or furniture 
of the room.

| ALANG OF NEW GUINEA. 

Dr. Pich, the Austrian anthropologist, who has spent 
a long time in New Guinea studying its natives and its 
geography, tells of a remarkable variety of grass that 
makes fierce warfare upon other kinds of vegetation so 
that practically nothing else grows where it gets a foot- 
hold. 


The natives call it alang. It has a tall, thick and 
tough stalk, but its greatest pecullarity is its roots, 
which spread out through every particle of earth they 
reach and give it a matted texture something like felt. 
There is really no room left for the roots of any other 
kind of vegetation. 


Fields of alang cannot exist in forests because the 


plant does not thrive in the shade. Neither can any 
kind of tree make headway in a patch of alang. 


The two kinds of vegetation are antagonistic. One 

| not grow where the other exists. Large patches of 
alang are found surrounded by timber and remain there 
like islands, for no trees will grow in them. Between 
the alang and the forest is a sort of neutral zone, for 
the shade of the high trees Lgvevente the development of 
the grass. 


The New Guinea natives help to extend the area cov- 
ered by this grass. Each year they make a new clear- 
ing in the forest for their little plantations. As soon as 
these are abandoned the alang takes firm lodgment 
| there.. It has won just so much territory from the for- 
est, it yields to no comers.—[New York Sun.

_A VISIT TO MECHIA. 


STRANGE FEATURES OF LIFE IN LIBYAN 
DESERT. 
From Our Own Correspondent. : | 
RIPOLI, 1907.—I have just returned from Mechia, 
the great oasis which lies on the edge of the Libyan | 
7 Desert, east of Tripoli. It faces the Mediterranean 
and is an island of green on the edge of this mighty 
ocean of sand. It contains more than a million date 
palms, fully as many olive trees, and vast groves of or- 
anges and lemons. The oasis is cut up by roads, much 
like the streets of a city. Each little farm has walls 
six or eight feet high, and everywhere are to be seen the 
tall frameworks of the wells by which the land is irri- 
gated. The motive power for raising the water is cows, 
camels, donkeys and women. In many places tunnels or 
long inclined ditches, beginning at the wells and sloping 
downward for several hundred feet, have been dug, and 
in these as tracks, the cow, donkey, camel or woman 
trots up and down, dragging the rope, running over a 
wheel on the top of the framework, which raises the 
water. At the end of the rope is a huge bag of skin open 
at both ends. This is dropped into the well, and, when | 
it fills, the lower end is pulled up, thus forming a closed — 
bottom, and the whole is dragged high up into the air. | 
The bottom is now released, and the water pours out into | 
a trough, which carries it off into a reservoir. One of 
these buckets will hold about thirty gallons; and, as the 
work goes on al] day, the supply raised is enormous,

The Oases of Barbary. 


The oases of Tripolitana, or Barbary, as it is often 
called, contain practically its whole population. They 
are scattered over a territory one-ninth as large as the 
United States, and they have altogether about 1,000,000 
people. A large number of them, such as Mechia, are 
found along the shores of the Mediterranean; others are 
further south in the desert, in a great depression known 
as the Fezzan and in addition there are others in the 
beds of dry rivers, where the water supply comes from 
springs or artesian wells. There are caravan routes 
leading from Tripoli to all of these oases, and also routes 
crossing the desert to the Soudan from oasis to oasis. 


Tripoli is, in fact, the commercial metropolis of the 
eastern Sahara. It lies almost directly north of Lake

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SomE INDIAN ROMANCES OF THE 
CHARMED VALLEY.

AUGHING parties jogging up steep mountain trails 
, On well-trained beasts of burden, with all the way- 
side thrills of fear and ecstacy; long tramps to dis- 


tant lake and waterfall; chattering walks through 
mountain meadows bright with flowers; picnic fun and 
frolic at the Happy Isles; jolly camp-fire circles gay 
| with rollicking song and story—all delights of the out- 
door, summer life of the Yosemite. But now and again 
the compelling beauty round you leads you apart érom 
the merry-making crowd to silent places where you 
dreamily sit listening to the plashing music of a fall; 
to the twitter of birds; to the still, small voices of the 
heart. At such a time, like a sunlit mist floating down 
from crag to river come shimmering thoughts of the 
past when the valley was not a tourist playground, but 
the home of a people, primitive, simple, reverent in 
spirit, poetic in fancy. 


For, “when the world was made, the Great Spirit tore 
out the heart of the Sky Mountains and left the gash 
unhealed”—and hither sent a little band of his best- 
beloved children, a chosen race guided to a land of 
plenty where the ripping river teemed with fish; where 
the meadows blossomed sweet with clover and hid choice 
roots in its bosom; where berries grew lush upon the 
hillside; where deer bounded over every rock and crag 
and the bear came out of his cavern to yield the warm, 
rich gift of his pelt to the skill¢ul hunter. 


When the little band had multiplied into a great and 
-Mumerous nation, there was born to a mighty chieftain 
a mighty son. 

The youth slept in the skin of beaver and coyote that 
he might become a skillful builder; on certain days ate 
only trout that he might excel in swimming—on others, 
feasted on the eggs of crane to become tall of stature, 
keen of sight, clear of voice; while he won fleetness in 
running by eating heartily of venison. : 

Not only did he become a chieftain of far greater Te- 
nown than his father, but even was looked upon as a 
rain wizard who held the gift of beneficent showers in 
the hollow of his hand, and, his name changing at every 
new development of character, at last was reverently 
known as Choo-too-se-ka, the Supreme Good. 


At first Choo-too-se-ka dwelt at the foot of El Capi- 
tan, called by the early Indians To-tan-kon-un-la, be- 
cause the to-tankons (cranes) made their nests in the 
meadow at the top.

Totankonnula appeared the figure of a man in a flowing 
robe and one hand extended to the west whence he is 
traveling, while the face of Tissa-ack, with her hair cut 
straight across her forehead Indian fashion, appeared 
upon the flat side of Half Dome, and the romantic- 
hearted therefore hope and believe that the chieftain 
and the maiden met at last in the Happy Hunting 
Grounds. 
* A less romantic legend of Tissa-ack is that she and 
her husband came into the valley together from some 
distant tribe—she far in the lead, carrying a heavy In- 
dian basket, he wearily following, a roll of blankets on 
his back, and a staff in his hand. Overcome with thirst, 
Tissa-ack knelt beside Mirror Lake, and drank and 
drank until. forsooth, she had drunk the lake dry. Her 
husband, naturally irritated when he arrived too late 
for a refreshing draught, became abusive, and, totally at 
variance with the custom of his race, began to beat 
Tissa-ack with his staff. But he quickly found her his 
match—a woman who could drink a lake dry naturally 
proving fesourceful—for freeing herselé she ran from 
him, halted, and threw her Indian basket. At this in- 
convenient moment of family jar fate touched a button, 
and presto! they were all turned to stone—the woman 
into Half Dome, the man into North Dome, and the In- 
dian basket into the smaller Basket Dome just as it is 
today. 

We have said that E! Capitan was known as Totan- 

konnula, but sometimes it was called Tultokana, the 
measuring worm—and therein lies a moral and a tale. 
_ One summer day, two little Indian boys went to the 
river for a swim, and afterward flung themselves out to 
dry upon a sunbaked boulder. Here they fell asleep— 
so sound asleep, in fact, that they never woke up, al- 
though the boulder began to grow and grow until it be- 
came so high a mountain that the faces of the sleeping 
innocents “scraped against the moon.” 7

REDSTONE PIPE OF PEACE. 

A curious relic of the aboriginal past was plowed up 
Wednesday by H. H. Fox on his farm on Badger Creek, 
five or six miles southeast of Winfield. It is a redstone 
pipe of unmistakable Indian workmanship, said by the 
old-timers who have examined it to be a genuine peace 
pipe. 

It is beautifully shaped and polished, as turned out 
by the Indian craftsmen of the redstone region in Min- 
nesota, and ig marked with tribal or clan emblems in 
the cruder workmanship of the plains people. An ex- 
.pert in American anthropology would be able to tell at ct 
a glance what tribe’s marking it was. We can only | 
guess that it was Osage, Kaw or Kickapoo. The place 
in which it was found is on or near the old Kickapoo 
hunting trail. It has been there not less than thirty- ‘ 
five years, no telling how much longer. 

The redstone of which the peace pipes were made is 
found only in one locality, and from it were supplied : | 
pipes to all the North American Indians, from Algon- | 
quin to Yuma and from Seminole to Chilcat. The In-

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New Lightning Lore. 
RESULTS OF .INTERESTING STUDIES 
BY GOVERNMENT.

EAR of lightning received the heaviest percentage 
F in a census of fears recently taken by Clark Uni- 

versity. Yet an investigation lately made by the 
weather bureau shows that an average of only 800 Amer- 
icans are being killed by lightning per annum. The av- 
erage Yankee’s chance of being slain by a thunderbolt 
this summer is, therefore, about one in 100,000. He is 
ten times more likely to be drowned, eight times more 
likely to be burned or scalded to death and nearly four 
times more likely to be shot to death. 


Danger from lightning is largely a matter of locality, 


however. The weather bureau has compiled a chart of 
thunderstorm frequencies which shows that the belt of 
most numerous visitations includes all of Florida except 
the southernmost tip, also the lower edge of Georgia and 
the southeastern corner of Alabama. Here an average 
of forty-five thunderstorms a year is experienced, and 
the region is not one to be highly recommended to per- 
sons suffering from a morbid fear of these phenomena. 
The zone of next greatest frequency includes more 
northern parts of Georgia and Alabama, and its aver- 
age is forty storms per annum. Thirty-five per year are 
_ experienced in a somewhat: irregular belt north of this,

aware, West Virginia, Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana, East- 
ern Illinois, Virginia and the greater part of Maryland. 
In this zone over five deaths per 10,000 square miles per 
year are caused by thunderbolts. Three to five deaths 
per 10,000 is the rule in a surrounding region including 
Chicago, St. Paul, Des Moines, St. Louis, Memphis, At- 
lanta and Norfolk. Between one and three fatalities 
per 10,000 is the rule in a third zone, north, south and 
west of the last described and including Eastport, Mon- 
treal, Duluth, Bismarck, Huron, North Platte, Galveston,

Ten days before the destructive 
stroke the Monument had been struck five successive 
times in one day without damage.

DENA VETERAN.

| UNION scout, a dashing, clever youth picked from 
JA tne rans and sent to the edge of the enemy's camp 

“after plans and figures, sometimes going through 
ihe Southern lines, disguised, and getting information 
from Confederate lips; a prisoner who suffered ali but 
death in Libby Prison and Belle Isle; a Vermont boy. 
who saw and proclaimed from the end of a cart the 
mistake of the young fellows who thought the war only 
a brief trouble bringing them a summer’s excursion 
South—such a man, gray-haired now, became a Pasa- 
dena Councilman not long ago. He is Fayette Dyer. 


Fayette Dyer’s experience was one of the most re- 
markable of the war, yet it has remained obscure. Com- 
pared to the record of the ordinary private, it reads like 
drama beside school-reader tales. Few generals could 
show a career of truer service, resourcefulness or’ cour- 
age. Yet I believe this is the first published account 
of it. 

The man was heard in the first response to Lincoln’s 
first call for troops. He was a lad of 21 living in Man-

Every one has read about, and some few are living 
who saw, that fateful assembling of raw troops in 
Washington in the late spring of 61. No one from 
President to private could do more than guess what lay 
in store for the green soldiers or what depended on 
them; and the present was darkly uncertain. It rained 
steadily for weeks.

Of course much of the time he fought in the ranks like 
any soldier. On the famous 3rd of July, 1863, at Gettys- 
burg, he was captured. In a company of Union horse- 
men who braved the bullet zone and arrived at the rebel 
lines with only enough men left for capture, he was one 
of the survivors. They had charged one Confederate 
brigade of infantry and nine pieces of artillery, and ev- 
ery man of them was killed or dismounted. The ragged, 
fainting remnant was marched 175 miles to Stanton, Va. 
“We were three days without rations,” he says in a let- 
ter to his mother. “We then had but half a pint of flour 
per day and a small piece of raw meat. This we got 
only a part of the time. Many of us had no blankets, 
and some no coats or shoes.” It took the starved men 
ten days in forced marches to reach Stanton, where they 
were “carred,” says his letter, for Richmond. 

Richmond, the citade) of the South, had been a hidden 
city to Northern eyés for two years, and the young man 
tried furtively to fix in his mind how it looked as he 
was hurried th h. But they drove the prisoners 
through the quiet, pretty streets at 11 o’clock at night 
and before Richmond had unfolded 
itself the walls of Libby Prison swallowed up the de- 
tachment. The priton teemed with men—hungry, re- 
bellious, dirty, mistsed beings. It was like the place 
over which those who enter are warned to abandon all 
hope. A search deprived the men of all pocket refuse, 
even matches. The place to sleep was already full, and 
the new comers had to force space for themselves be- 
tween unwilling bodies. — | 


“Then each man peived a small piece of bread, and 
this was the first they had given us for thirty hours,” 
Fayette Dyer wrote to his brother the next autumn. 
Two days later they were sent on to Belle Isle, where 
men were almost as wretched as in Libby Prison, except 
that no roof kept the fresh air out of their squalor. 
“While on the island our rations consisted of one pound 
of bread per day to éach man and twelve pounds of poor 
beef to 100 men, bone and all.

Hence it is no surprise when she finds smooth-tongued 
men at the dock telling her of a situation to which-she 
can go at once. She is bewildered, frightened at the 
sight of the huge skyscrapers, the unfamiliar faces and 
language and the wild hustle, so different from the 
tranquillity of that which she knew as home. 

It is no wonder that she lend: willing ear to the 
words of the stranger, that he seeiis to her a good 
friend sert to help her. Many « poor girl who has spent 
her last hard-earned dollar in the hope of finding a 
happier home in the new world, is launched into misery 
and disgrace within an hour of her arrival. And more 
would be but for the ever-watchful eye that is now 
kept on gir’. arriving at the immigrant stations.

They have worked in the fields, they have peddled, they 
have done the heaviest kind of hauling. 

Their tongues are a handicap. It is possible for the 
English, Irish, Italian, or German girl to find friends 
and work speedily, but the Russian, Pole, Magyar, 
Ruthenian, Creat, Slav, Roumanian and Portuguese 
woman faces a much greater problem. Not many folks 
speak her language. She has no relatives or friends to 
go to. The first stages of her battle are difficult indeed. 

To the very ignorant immigrant, the wash tub affords

Except to the specialist in Norman architecture, oi 
which there are many fine details, there is not much of 
interest in the choir or transepts. But the ancient crypt 
is curious, the dark basement in which stand the squat 
and sturdy trunks of stone that have supported the enor- — 
mous pile through the long years. Abbots and bishops 
were buried down there in the past. The soil accumu- 
lated over their graves, and they became fossils that 
were only brought to light when the cathedral was un- 
dergoing restoration. Dickens was writing “Edwin 
Drood” at that time. Hence the quaint figure of Dur- 
dies, the stone mason, who is represented as crawling 
about these catacombs and sounding the earth with his 
hammer to locate the tombs of the “old ’uns.” 

Affiliated with the cathedral is a grammar school, a 
modern building standing just outside the precincts. Out 
of the church revenues a “foundation,” or fund, was 
years ago set aside to reward its brightest scholars with 
an annual stipend of so many “marks.” The mark in- 
creased in value till it became six shillings and eight 
pence of modern money, the lawyer’s fee, but the fund 
was doled out by the niggard hand of mother church at 
the primitive value. This was acquiesced in till fifty 
years ago. Then arose a head master of Gladstonian 
politics, who feared neither dean nor chapter. He | 
brought suit for his scholars against the church, won 
his case, and was complimented by Punch in a cartoon 
representing as a new design for the cathedral east win- 
dow, “ye dean and chapter eating ye humble pie.”

Beyond the school wall stretches a broad meadow of 
twenty acres, called the Vines. Tradition says it was 
once a monkish vineyard, and one wonders what luck the 
fathers had with their fruit in this cool climate. . Now it 
is a convenient field for football. Away beyond its east- 
ern boundary is seen the red front and jutting oriels of | 
Restoration House. This rambling old Jacobean struc- 
ture, with its wainscoted rooms and secret chambers, — 
gets its name from having entertained the second 
Charles, when he came back by way of Dover to enjoy 
his own again. | 

There are older houses than this in the High street, 
which is close at hand. This section of the London and 
Dover road is but a mean and narrow thoroughfare, so 
hard is it pressed by the crowd of shops and residences. 
From the herd of common brick dwellings Eastgate 
House stands aside behind its brick wall. It is a Tudor 
mansion of some interest, and figures in “Edwin Drood” 
as a ladies’ school, the Nun’s House, which ¢unction it 
happened actually to perform. Opposite are some shops, 
with timbered fronts and stories that project above one 
another into the street with a quaint old-world effect. | 
They are the oldest domestic buildings which Rochester 
has to show, ancient enough perhaps to have looked from 
their diamond panes upon the Black Prince’s triumphant 
return from Crecy, or at any rate, Henry the Fifth’s 
from Agincourt. 

Beyond the Eastgate House lies Chatham. Turn back 
along High street, and if you are a poor traveler, con- 
scious of being neither “rogue nor proctor,” join the 
queue of wanderers that forms about 6 p.m. outside the 
gate of Williamson’s charity near the Town, Hall. It 
rests with the steward to select from the crowd twelve 
men to enjoy a night’s hospitality at this gratuitous inn. 
Clean bed and full board is theirs, and the next morning 
the lucky elect are sent on their way with a “viaticum,” 
or journey money, of fourpence. Practice has given the 
cerberus of the charity a sharp eye for rogues, but he is 
a little hazy about the proctors against whom the in- 
scribed stone above the door publicly testifies. In these 
days a proctor in England is either a university police 
officer or a kind of church lawyer: and some have sup- 
posed that old Williamson had bitter memories of being 
cheated by proctors In a lawsuit. But the proctors ob- 
ject, and allege that the word means a deputy beggar 
who goes about pretending to collect alms for the bed- 
ridden. 

But if you have money in your purse, go on to the 
“Bull,” and take your ease in that Pickwickian inn. For 
the “Crown,” though it preserves the name and occupies 
the site of the house where the Gadshill plot was laid, is 
unmistakably modern, while the Bull, with its archway 
and courtyard, proves itself a house of the coaching 
days. Besides, it was Dickens’s house of call in the city, 
and contains some mementoes of him. In the 1860’s the 
novelist was often seen in the High street, a grizzled man 
then with a care-lined face. He used to drive a pair of 
ponies, with bells on their necks, in a low wicker ve- 
hicle, called in England:a basket. chaise. 

The home at Gadshill, which the novelist bought with 
his books, lies a few miles on the London side of Roches- 
ter. It is the house of a gentleman of modest fortune, 
comfortable and plain, with no turrets or Gothic preten- 
sion. Between it and the dusty highway, whose mile- 
stones David Copperfield counted on his boyish pilgrim- 
age, spreads a level lawn, with the Swiss chalet where 
Boz did his writing on warm summer days, and his 
favorite cedar of Lebanon. In front the land slopes to- 
ward the reaches of the Thames, thronged with shipping, 
and the “mashes”—the “r” is slurred in local dialect— 
where the. scene of “great expectations” opens. All - 
around the place lies a pleasant country of arable and 
wood land, hop garden and fruit farm. Like other fa- 
mous writers, Dickens was a sturdy pedestrian, striding 
along at five miles an hour over the chalk downs and 
through lanes bordered by hawthorn hedge and hazel 
shaw. The old English word “shaw” is still current in 
Kent, and all the countryside round Rochester is undeni- 
ably Saxon. The place names prove this: Maid- 
stone, Cobham, Gillingham, etc., are the towns and 
homes, earlier the “tuns” and “hams” of such plain Eng- 
lish folk as the Meades, Cobbes, and Girlings. awThe 
horde of invading Saxons swept Kent clear of the native 
British and, when the Normans came, absorbed them in 
the multitude. But the Normans were the architects of 
the age and their works survive.

STRENGTH OF CROCODILE’S JAWS. 

Sir Samuel Baker in his book on wild beasts says that 
the power of the jaws of the crocodile is terrific. 

Once he had the metal of a large hook the thickness 
of ordinary telegraph wire completely bent together, the 
barbed point being pressed tightly against the shank 
and rendered useless. This compression was caused by 
the snap of the crocodile’s jaws when seizing a live 
duck which he had used as bait, the hook being fastened 
beneath the wing. On another occasion he found a fish 
weighing seventy pounds bitten clean through as if di- 
vided by a knife. This again was the work of the snap- 
ping jaws of a crocodile. 

A Frenchman, Paul Bert, once made experiments on 
the strength of a crocodile’s jaws by means of a dyna- 
mometer. He found that ai crocodile weighing 120 


| pounds exerted a force of 308 pounds in closing his jaws. 


An African trav- 
eler once pushed the butt end of his gun into a lion's 
mouth and the pressure of the jaws cracked it as though 
it had been struck by a steam hammer.—{Chicago Daily 
News.

ROSE CULTURE. 
Now Is THE SKASON oF REST FOR THIS 
FLOWER. | 
By Ernest Braunton. 


N Southern California the rose enters more inti- 
mately into the daily life of every garden owner 
than is possible in any other State in the Union, for 
he may gather 
year. It is not possible, if 

obtained, to have all kinds at all times, nor is such 
supply and necessary method of treatment ! . In 
annual rest and just 
at this time is the season when the rose should become 


' the Weary Willie of the flower family. 


In California the rose should receive the same amount 
of rest that the cold winter forces upon it in the 
Eastern United States and the temperate zone in gen- 
eral. Out here growers seem to take it for granted 
that because we can keep the bush growing we should 
do so. Such a course is as inconsistent as it is to push 
a work animal or employé at high pressure every day 
of the year through a long term and then look for first- 
class results in the work accomplished. No rose that 
is kept growing throughout the year will produce a 
single first-class flower at any time. It is necessary 
that at some season the bush should have a chance to

Last week a v in Los Angeles hacked a fine 
street tree out ofall reasonable shape for the supposed 
good and sufficient reason that it partially obscured his 
signboard. We now have a city ordinance which pre- 
scribes that such offenders be arrested and fined from 
$10 to $100 or imprisoned or be punished by both fine 
or imprisonment. The fortunate above noted escaped 
with the minimum fine, but it is hoped that even this 
will prove a warning and that all will take due notice 
that trees in our parkways may neither be pruned, 
planted, or taken out without a written permit from 
the City Forester. Verily the dawn of a more enlight- 
ened age is upon us. 

Clean Your Trees. 


Black and other parasitic scales are still working on 
large numbers of our ornamental trees and shrubs and 
there seems to be no cessation of their ravages and in 
numbers they are still on the increase. No plant can 
serve two (or more) masters, and it is too much to 
expect it to look and do its best if it has to act as a 
food plant for a host of sap-sucking insects. 


The best means of eradicating all these pests is to 
fumigate them with hydrocyanic acid gas. This work 
need not be done by “home talent” exactly for we have 
in the city experienced fumigators with all the necessary 
apparatus and materials who fumigate all classes of 
plants at a much less cost than any private individual 
could do it. This is an important piece of work, if you 
are to have a garden that looks as if it were owned by 
some one and not a general outcast. In this city we 
have many yards that look dingy by reason of the black 
scale smut. If these were fumigated the general ap- 
pearance of these gardens would undergo a rapid change 
for the better. .

CALIFORNIA Pouttry EQUALLY AS 
Goop AS EASTERN.

thought and practice in an enlightened poultry culture may find a 
healthy expression in these columns. 


FT has long been a conviction with the writer that 
| the California-bred bird when at its best is as good 
in exhibition and economic points as the bird bred 
by some of the leading experts in the East. Indeed, in 
some breeds (notably the Mediterranean class,) the av- 
erage quality of the home bird is better than the eastern 
product. Some even contend that the average flock, 
bird for bird, in Southern California shows higher qual- 
ities than the average flock of the eastern States. In 
spite of these facts, there is a constant tendency on the 
. part of breeders and fanciers to send East for breeding 
stock and exhibition specimens. 
for this condition are presented by Mr. J. W. Whitney 
of Long Beach, who at the same time makes a strong 
plea for the home product: 
“The market for strictly high-class specimens of pure- 
: bred fowls in Southern California is limited, the de- 
’ mand being confined largely to aspirants for show-room 
honors at our local exhjbitions and is confined largely 
‘to the utility varieties. As the number of fanciers and 
exhibitions increase, a larger demand will follow; con- 
sequently the conservative prospective poultryman, in 
selecting a suitable variety for profit, should confine 
his selectioh to breeds possessing strong utility values, 
thus permitting of the disposal of his surplus along com- 
mercial lines. Poultry associations and exhibitions un- 
questionably exert a strong influence and create a more 
active demand for fine specimens of the pure breeds. 
- They are also great educators and the means of much 
‘ publicity, which can hardly be obtained as forcefully 
in any other manner. A first or special prize at such 
an exhibition as New York, Boston or Chicago, carries 
with it confidence in the specimen which received the 
honor. 

“Experience is a great teacher. Yet, western breeders 
dare not name eastern prices on our best specimens and 
expect a buyer. If of equal quality, are we not justi- 
fied in the demand? Are our birds, our judges, our ex- 
hibitions at fault for the failure to receive it? 

“The employment of more eastern experts to pass on 
our exhibitions would unquestionably have a favorable 
effect on prices obtainable for prize specimens. Such 
judges as Tucker, McClave, Butterfield, McGrew, Scud- 
der, etc., may not be any more capable, than those of

‘ tions, their decidions carry more weight with the aver- 


age exhibitor, on the same principle that noted eastern 
breeders are able to command a larger figure for the 
same quality of specimen. The point we are unable to 
impress upon the purchaser is, that we have the same 
quality. Prospective buyers, even after being bit and 
relieved of their coin repeatedly in the East, cannot be 
made to see it. There seems to be a pretty good supply 
of rather good quality birds right here on the Coast at 
the present time that are not causing much commotion. 
The writer would suggest the advisability of investigat- 
ing ways and means of securing a profitable home mar- 
ket for a home product, even if the needy transportation 
corporations must suffer a Jittle loss.” 


The Proper Care of Chicks.

COMMEMORATES OF Two EVENTS 


IN JEWISH HIsTORY. 
By a Special Contributor. ~ 
MONG orthodox Jewish holy days, that of the fast 
of Ab, occurring this year on Sunday, July 21 (to-- 
day) stands prominent. It is a very ancient insti- 
tution, and commemorates the two saddest events in 
Jewish history, i. e., the destruction of the holy city of 
Jerusalem and the beautiful temple of King Solomon, in 
the years 582 B.C. and 70 A. D., the former by Babylon- 
jans and the latter by the Romans under Titus. After 
the final fall of their holy places, when the Jews were 
spread all over the then known world either as fugitives, 
slaves or captives, the memory of these black days took 
its place in the Jewish calendar, being celebrated on the 
ninth of Ab, the ninth month of the Jewish ecclesiastical 
year, corresponding to our civil month of July. The or- 
thodox Jews of Los Angeles, and other California cities, 
containing iarge Jewish colonies, are not outdone by 
their coreligionists elsewhere in their devotion on this 
‘auspicious fast day, although it is in the densely-popu- 
lated ghettos of large cities, like New York and Vienna,* 
that one sees the blaak fast observed in true Jewish ¢ash- 
ion, with all that outpouring of grief, lamentation and 
woe that marks the perpetuation of old Jewish national 
sorrows. The black fast is to the orthodox Jew what 
Good Friday is to the pius Catholic Christian. Just as 
on days of sorrow and mourning the Christian churches 
are draped in black, so on the fast of Ab the Jewish 
synagogues are hung with sable trappings from the even- 
ing before until the end of the fast on the evening of 
the next day. Like every other Jewish holy day, that 
of Ab begins at sunset on the preceding day (Saturday) 
and continues until sunset of the following (Sunday.) 


On the evening of the eighth of Ab the male members

people, with their little flickering lights, sway forward 
and backward in their seats, uttering frequent ejacula- 
tions of Woe over the fallen holy city, with petitions to 
Jehovah for the rebuilding of the temple, and the re- 
turn of Israel to the Holy Land. No music or other note 
of joy is heard on the black fast—all is mournful and, in- 
deed, “black,” while the fasting is absolute for twenty- 
four hours. The fact that the congregation present dur- 
ing the night of the black fast is composed wholly of 
men and boys is only another illustration that Jewish 
women and girls, in general, are not required to observe 
Jewish religious laws to the extent that the men and 
boys are. The Jewish woman’s place is primarily the 
home, and while not exempt from worship and other 
general observances, she, nevertheless, is expected to be 
found more at home attending to her family cares, rather 
than in the synagogue praying and dasting. Thus it is 
that on the black fast of Ab, Jewish custom sends father 
and son to the wearisome all night lamentation, while 
| mother, daughter and the young children are safe in 
their beds. 


| The Jewish law is merciful toward women and chil- 
| dren, so that the full observance of the more rigorous 
religious obligation is really intended more for men than 
for women. 


Many curious customs center in the black fast. Thus, 
for instance, in the old European ghettos, guarded from 
profane Christian eyes, the pious Jew goes barefooted, 
not only in the synagogue, but in the street, as an act 
of penance, but, if shoes be worn, the Jewish law pro- 
vides that they shall be made of cloth or wood, as most 


of the orthodox Jewish families go to their local syna- |: 


whole month of Ab, especialy the period of eight days 
preceding the fast, is hedged in with many curious cus- 
toms. Thus, if a marriage occur during Ab, neither the 
bride nor the bridegroom may wear a crown, while ashes 
are put on their doreheads, and marriages during this 
month are permitted on certain specified days. No 
slaughtering of animals is permissible in this month, 
while it is unlawful to wash one’s self, nor may any use 
be made of clean bed clothing, table linen or handker- 
chiefs. For eight days preceding the fast it is unlawful 
for Jews to transact the usual amount of secular busi- 
ness, since all are expected to set the thoughts upon the 
historic sorrows of Israel centering in the black fast. 
After noon on the day before the black fast, the pious 
will not walk abroad, while the schools are closed, and 
even the reading of the scriptures is forbidden. 


The Jewish ghetto is strangely silent and sad as the | 
black fast approaches, and when it arrives one hears 
no mutual greeting in home or synagogue. All labor 
ceases as thoroughly as it does on the Sabbath. A beau- 
tiful and time-honored custom still prevailing on the fast 
of Ab is that of the visitation of the cemeteries, imme- 
diately after synagogue service, when in old Jewish cen- 
ters the people may be seen wending their way mourn-' 
fully toward “God’s Acre,” to visit the resting places of 
the pious dead. So this ancient fast day comes and goes 
with succeeding years, and while among the Reformed 
Jews one may not see all these curious old usages ob- 
served, the orthodox, on the other hand, in every land, 
stand by them with great tenacity. Next to Atonement 
Day, celebrated by all Jews, perhaps the black fast of Ab 
is the most venerated of all the holy days of the Jewish 
calendar, especially on the part of the orthodox.

FIELD NOTES. 

Gophered Orange Trees. 
. COVINA subscriber writes for the best method of 
A creatine a few choice city lot orange trees that 
. have been badly gnawed by gophers. 

If the trees have been very badly damaged, so that 
the leaves turn yellow and the tree looks as though it 
would succumb, it should be cut back to a “frame,” tak- 


ing away all the smaller branches and make a good skel- 
eton to start a new top. 


Paint the barked places with a grafting wax made of 
one pound of mutton tallow, two pounds of beeswax and 
four pounds of resin; mix well while boiling and pour 
into a tub of tepid water and pull until it becomes light 
in color. Apply it with a brush when warm. Spray the 
whole tree, from top to bottom, with a good thick white- 
wash and keep it well supplied with moisture. 


Make a basin about the tree at least four feet across, 
eight would be better, put in a pound of nitrate of soda, 
or if the tree is a large one use two pounds. Fill] the 
basin with water, and the tree should start out. If it 
does not within a reasonable time, pull it out and put 
in a young one.—[Rural Californian. 


Lose Their Umbrellas. 


W. MORRILL, who has in charge the experiments 
ein destroying the white fly at Orlando, Fla., advo- 
cates the destruction of umbrella and Chinaberry trees 
in localities where citrus fruits are grown. California 
growers should notice that the advent of the white fly 
would bring with it many minor difficulties, and, withal, 
the worst destructive agent ever infesting an orange or 
lemon grove. Prof. Morrill says: 


“The Chinaberry and Umbrella trees are favorite host 
plants of the citrus white fiy, and the adults of the 
spring brood which nrature on the non-deciduous trees 
are attracted to these in considerable numbers. By the 
time of the emergence of the second brood of adults the 
leaves of the Chinaberry and Umbrella trees have ma- 
tured so that they no longer furnish as strong an attrac- 
tion to egg-laying females, and a migration takes place, 
with particularly disappointing results to the citrus 
fruit grower who has been expending time and money in 
controlling the pest in his grove. The vast majority of 
the insects that appear on the wing in Orlando in mid- 
summer come from the Chinaberry and Umbrella trees. 


In towns farther north, where there are no citrus groves |. 


to add to the number of migrating flies, I have seen 
them develop in Chinaberry trees so that they filled the 
alr in even greater numbers than in Orlando. An or- 
ange grower cannot hope to successfully cope with the 
pest when he has these migrating adults to contend 


Would Not Hybridize. 


ee Florida Agriculturist has this from a subscriber 
regarding a new potato, so much talked ‘about In the 
rural press: 

“The issue of this paper for May 8 has an item about 
a new ‘potato’ from Central America which is said to be 
a hybrid between the sweet potato and egg plant. The 
sweet potato is of the morning glory family, the egg 
plant is aMied to the Irish potato, tomato, pepper. etc., 
and a*thybrid between the two is just as likely as one be- 
tween a hawk and a hen and no more so. A Burbank 


might hybridize the egg plant and pepper (or he might | 


not,) for these plants are nearly related. Even if Bur- 
bank should get a hybrid it might not be fertile, so the 
death of the hybrid plant would end the new'race. This 
new potato may climb a tall pole and be of great value, 
but ft didn’t originate from the sweet potato and egg 
plant.” : 
Hostile Legislature. 


HE last meeting of the American Association of 

Nurserymen held at Detroit in June classes as hostile 
legislation certain enactments passed by the State of 
South Dakota touching the business of selling trees. 
The association ordered the law tested in court, and pro- 
ceedings will be had to determine the legality of the 
act. One objection made to the new Dakota law is not 
tenable, namely, that no new fruits can be tested {ff the 
act is enforced. There is nothing to prevent the planter 
from bringing into the State any stock he may wish. 
The law requires every nurseryman doing business in 
South Dakota to give a $5000 bond guaranteeing all 
stock sold by him or his agents, and nothing can be sold 
that is not hardy in that climate. As a rule our best 


nurserymen Invite regulatiqn and restriction. The more 


difficult it is to sell poor stock the better for the enter- 
prising tree grower or dealer. Certainly no one will 
claim that regulation will curtall the number of trees 
planted. “Hostile” horticultural legislation usually 
proves beneficial to both nurseryman and planter.

Value of a Scare. 

HE introduction’ of the Florida white fly into a north- 

ern county will prove a blessing to this State if the 
infection cah be utterly destroyed. Some of our easy- 
going people and a few of our nurserymen have chafed 
under the regulations imposed upon the traffic in trees 
and plants. The finding of this awful pest safely nest- 
ing in a fruit-growing section has awakened the people 
as never befote made alive to the peril of careless in- 
spection and Jame quarantine. Of what use is it for the 
State Horticultural Commission to quarantine the State 
against Florida stock when dozens of counties have no 
machinery and little inclination to prevent the admis- 
sion of pests from any source. In the case of Yuba 
county, while | they have a Horticultural Commission 
there, I am informed that the commissioners are 
allowed to spend but a day or so each month in the dis- 
charge of theit duties. The people of Marysville have 
had an awakening, and they now realize what an inordt- 


mate expense has been placed upon them through the 


supposed economy of not expending any county money 
in barring out \insect infection. The battle against the 
white fiy will cost the citizens of Marysville enough in 
cash and loss of trees to have paid the expense of their 
Horticultural Commission for ten years, besides jeopar- 
dizing the citrus fruit industry of the State through their 
laxity. The late developments at Marysville will quiet 
much of the hostility of our State nurserymen displayed 
the last few years toward regulating the tree traffic. Six 
years ago the Los Angeles County Horticultural Com- 
missioners sécufted a quarantine ordinance from the Su- 
pervisors barring out Florida stock. We look to see 
criticism of this enactment suddenly cease. Again, one 
year ago the same board was instrumental in getting a 
State quarantine against the importation of Florida 
fruit, trees and plants of all kinds. The Marysville 
scare, or peril will strengthen the hands of every horti- 


cultural officer in the State who desires to bar infection. 


It is proving our regulations are too lax instead of 
too severe.

Rational Treatment of Rupture, 


WING to the many unnatural things civilized man 

‘does, and the many natural things he fails to do, 

hernia, or rupture, in its various forms, is an ex- 
ceedingly common ailment. About three men to one 
woman are tbus afflicted. 


“Regular” physicians claim that hernia cannot be 
cured—only alleviated—by mechanical means. A Los 
Angeles man, Adolph Petter, has once more proved that 
the doctors have other guesses coming to them. Learn- 
ing of several cures made by Prof. Petter, by mechanical 
devices of his own invention, the edito? asked him to 
prepare for the “Care of the Body” the following short 
article on the causes, prevention, and cure of hernia: 


“Hernia, like most diseases civilized man is heir to, 
is caused by drifting from nature. Statistics show that 
at Teast one out of every seven male, and one out of ev- 
ery eighteen female persons, including children, are 
afflicted. In fact, this widespread disease is becoming 
so very prevalent in the adult. that its telling effect as a 
prenatal influence is most dreadful to contemplate. The 
writer frequently comes in contact with large families 
wherein every member is afflicted. There are ten kinds 
of abdominal hernia, commonly dealt with, five of which 
are quite common, and three of common occurrence. 


“Undoubtedly, barring accidents, civilized man’s un- 
natural method of sitting on chairs, and sitting, instead 
of squatting, when evacuating the bowels, is the pre- 
vailing cause of hernia. This constant practice induces 
muscular degeneration, relaxation or a flabbiness of the 
abdominal wall muscles. Try squatting, and note the 
effect. Thus, by force of gravity and the constant 
pounding or jamming action of the lungs as in coughing, 
sneezing, jumping, lifting and by squeezing or straining 
at stool, a link of bowel is gradually forced out between 
these weak abdominal wall muscles, naturally in most 
cases following a point of least resistance, namely, the 
umbilical, inguinal or femoral canals. The hernia 
finally emerges and becomes noticeable at the surface 
in the form of a protuberance, and from one to twelve 
inches down from its original starting point. To travel 
this distance ofttimes requires months, even years, de- 
pending upon the strength and resisting power of the 
abdominal muscles. (When unrestrained, the hernia 
often increases to gigantic proportions, commonly as- 
suming the size of a toy balloon, and larger. The mus- 
cular fibers being relaxed through weakness, are simply 
spread, or forced apart by the above-mentioned causes, 
and not torn or broken as is commonly believed. 


“Now then, the bowel must be placed back, up and 
entirely within the abdominal cavity and securely, con- 
stantly, and absolutely held there against all contin- 
gencies, for nature cannot possibly lift the bowels back 
into place unassisted, any more than we can lift our- 
selves by the boot straps. However, if this work is 
accomplished for her by a proper, individually made and 
_ fitted appliance, nature is left a free hand, if properly 
assisted, to correct the cause, which assistance implies 
that the wearer must follow instructions, exercise com- 
mon sense, practice proper and simple nature-aiding 
methods, and simple muscle-strengthening exercises; 
whereupon an absolute cure is easily effected. For, rec- 
ollect, there is nothing torn or broken. This most im- 
portant factor cannot possibly be accomplished by any 
common ready-made truss or applince, for the reason, 
that in fitting an indirect inguinal hernia, by dar the 


most common variety (since it follows a point of least 


resistance, namely the inguinal canal,) the difficult prob- 
lem is to locate the inner opening of the said canal, 
within which, by all means, as stated, the bowels must 
be retained against all contingencies, in order to get 
permanent results, not allowing the outer opening from 
whence it appears to protrude. 


“All trusses or appliances, so called, verting none, of 
the ready made sort, are constructed and fitted so as 
to simply dam off this outer opening, the wearers of 
course, being ignorant of this fact, for it appears to 
them that their hernia is getting the best of care. Be- 
ing held in this way, the bowels, by force of the above 
mentioned causes, gradually tend to spread or push the 
inner muscles above the pad darther apart; and as a 
result, the hernia constantly grows larger, and the vic- 
‘tims of this false practice wonder why they are com- 
pelled to increase the pressure of their trusses and en- 
large the size of their pads from time to time. This 
error in fitting hernia is quite easily made possible, for 
the reason that all bodies are as different as faces, and 
conditions as different as characters. Again, in practice, 
it is found that the inguinal canal rarely assumes a 
uniform oblique direction, for the inner opening may be 
found anywhere across the width of the abdomen, and 
often on the opposite side altogether. The writer has 
fitted numbers of cases of double hernia, where both 
inner openings were found entirely on one side of the 
body; which fact, by the way, is one of the causes of 
failure in surgical operations. 


“Surgeons cannot see approximately two inches deep 
into the abdomen, and note the exact position and con- 
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dition, any better than yourself. Consequently, 
, operation should not be attempted, except when it be-

“Supporting and treating hernia, is a purely scientific, 
mechanical and anatomical work. Those who follow 
it should specialize, be experienced, and competent to 
properly diagnose the various forms of hernia, 


patient without exacting a promise from him to apply 


as often as desired for adjustments or instructions. 


Then, and only then, can the appliance be fitted to the 
various conditions satisfactorily. 


“It is astonishing what a 
lutely useless surgical operations for hernia, appendi- 
citig and other forms of abdominal operations, break 
out again, leaving the victims in far worse condition 
than they could possibly ever have been before. Pe- 
cullar as well pitiful conditions occur through this, 
in most cases, shameful practice. The writer con- 
stantly attends cases wherein the bowels commonly

The Opium-Smoking Habit. 


N the Medical Brief gor July is the first of a series 
of articles on “Opium Eating and Smoking,” by Don- 
ald Maclaren M. A., M. D. of London. This first article 


| consists of selections from a paper on opium read sev- 


eral years ago by the late Surgeon Generai Sir William 
Moore, K. C. I. E., at the Imperial Institute, London. 
Dr. Moore spent the greater part of his life in India, and 
was universally regarded as the great medical authority 
on everything appertaining to drugs and medicine. 

In this paper, Sir William compared opium to alcohol, 
nicotine and tea, claiming that, when not smoked in 
excess, it is not only not harmful, but beneficial, being 
a prophylactic against fevers, and “enables people to 


do with less food than they would otherwise require.’” 


Yes, but what is their condition, meanwhile? He says he 
frequently smoked opium, and it had no more effect 
on him than if he had smoked so much chopped hay, or 
tea leaves. 3 

One Sir George Birdwood is also quoted, to the effect 
that opium smoking is a “strictly harmiess indulgence.” 

Perhaps, we may next look for a médical eulogy of 
a course of cigarette smoking, as a treatment for sick- 
ly boys. 

Really, it is difficult to know what fool ideas in regard 
to health and disease will not receive some eminent 
medical sanction—provided, always, it is not a natural 
idea. We may admit that the effects of opium smoking 
on white people is more disastrous than on Oriental, but 
to compare the results of the excessive use of alcohol, 
or nicotine, or tea and the excessive use of opium is al- 
together misleading. For one De Quincy, who suc- 
ceeded—at awful cost—in emancipating himself .from 
the excessive opium habit, there are hundreds who break 
away from alcohol and tobacco, and tea, and coffee. 
But, says Sir William Moore, using the drug that way is 
much more harmful than smoking it. If, however, you 


get the opium smoking habit, you will soom begin to 


crave it in other ways, which are more convenient. 

Any observant person, who has lived even a few years 
on the Pacific Coast, knows the results of the opium 
habit. The government of China has been aroused to the 
crying evils caused by this drug, which was wickedly 
forced upon the Chinese, for selfish reasons, by the 
British government, at the point of cannon, a crime that 
will always be pointed to as an indelible stain on the 
escutcheon of a nation that preceded America in freeing 
her black slaves, and is today the most active in send- 
ing missionaries to foreign lands. The Chinese Emperor 
has lately given his subjects a certain limited time in 
which to abandon the opium smoking habit, under severe 
penalties. This action is founded on the discovery of, an 
asserted sure cure for the opium habit, in the shape of 
an herb, which is common in the Orient. The Chinese 
government is said to be furnishing the remedy free, not 
only in China, but in other countries, where there are 
Chinese colonies. 

Notwithstanding the enthusiastic claims that are 
made for this herb, as a remedy for the opium habit, the 
editor is unable to bring himself to believe that it 
will be any more effective, in the permanent cure of the 
habit—unless it is replaced by another and perhaps 
worse habit—than have been the numerous widely ad- 


vertised cures for the alcohol, nicotine, morphine and 
opium habits, which have lined the pockets of those who | 


sell them, or to the numerous toxins and serums, that 
are introduced from time to time, only to be abandonea, 
after having done much harm. — 

That is not nature’s way to restore health. And there 
in no other way. The only way to remove the craving 
for alcohol, or nicotine, or morphine, or opium, or any 
other drug, is, first, to take a protracted fast of several 
weeks, thus purifying the system, meantime taking 
sweat baths and enemas. Then, to adopt a simple, 
non-stimulating diet, free of condiments, and abounding 
in the organic salts, that go to feed the nerves. This 
is a cure that will be permanent—so long as it is per- 
sisted in. Moreover, it will not only remove a bad habit, 
but will vastly benefit a man otherwise—physically, 
mentally and morally. 


Cruelty to Consumptives. 


ISPATCHES from Texas state that the health of- 
ficers of several cities in that State have been turn- 
ing consumptives out of hospitals and other places. At 
San Antonio it is said that patients were r@ected who 
were almost in a dying condition, and these assert there 
is nothing for them to do now but to wander on the 
street until death comes to their relief. , 
This is another example of the disgraceful brutality, 
combined with ignorance, that marks the official treat- 
ment of disease and sick people in this country. Yet

of catching a disease another person. In view of 
this fact, doctors go blundering on with their absurd 
querantine regulations, and overlooking the main es- 
sential, namely, absolute cleanliness. 

In regard to consuniption, as frequently explained 
here, no person can possibly acquire the disease, unless 
the soil in his body is favorable. That is to say unless 
there is a sufficient amount of impurities in which germs 
can take root, these germs not being the cause, but an 
effect of the disease. The only way in which these 
germs can infect a person is when the dry sputum is 
blown around and swallowed, or taken from a drink- 
ing or eating utensil that has been used by another. 
Consumptives, in a properly reglated hospital or sana- 
torilum are vastly less dangerous to others than when 
they are living in rented rooms, walking around, 1nd 
spitting promiscuously. 

As the editor has said, the only rational way to handle 
consumptives is. to let tI live in villages, in open-air 
tent cottages, on the desert, or in the mountains, where 
they can have light work, that will enable those who 
‘can do any work to be self-supporting. Fresh air and 
diet—a strictly limited diet, of food abounding in or- 
ganic salts, the amount limited by the power of diges- 
tion, with gentle lung exercise, is the only rational 
treatment for this disease. Every State should see that 
such places are provided, not only for the benefit uf -on- 
sumptives, but for the good of the citizens at large. 

It is announced that Andrew Kennedy, a_ vealthy 
ranchman of Mitchell county, Texas, has offered a site 
of 100 acres of land for the establishment of a public 
camp or settlement for tuberculosis patients. He alto 
offers to donate $25,000 for the erection of a sanatorium,

A Historic Post. 
KEOGH THE CENTER OF MANY 
t INDIAN WARS. 


From New York Sun. 


ORT Keogh, soon to be abandoned by order of the 
War Department, is in a region of historic interest. 
It was named for Miles Keogh, brevet colonel and 
captain of the Seventh Cavalry, who died with Custer 


The town two miles east of the post is named for Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles, founder of Fort Keogh. The county is 
named for Gen. Custer, and near it are the towns of 
Forsyth, Terry and Camp Crook, all named for damous 
Indian fighters. 

. Fort Keogh was a direct result of the Custer fight on 
the Little Big Horn. Dozens of Indian campaigns have 
started from it since Miles built it in 1877. The post 
was originally established in the same year as the Cus- 
ter fight, and was at first merely a camp known as the 
Tongue River cantonment. It is about one milt from 
the Yellowstone River and a mile and a half from 
Tongue River in the lower Yellowstone Valley. 

Miles used the camp as the base of the expeditions he | 
led in 1876 and 1877, as a result of which he forced the 
surrender of Sitting Bull near where Terry now is and 
broke the Indian power in this region. The site was a 
natural one for a military post, and it was determined 
to establish a permanent military post there. 

Keogh was built years before a railroad reached the 
} valley. All gnaterial used in its construction and—not 
produced in the country was brought from the East by 
steamboat and by wagons from Bismarck, N.D. Oxen 
were the draught animals of the period and the bull- 
whacker was a distinct drontier type. 

The country produced little except meat in those days 
and the government shipped by boat and oxteam prac- 
tically everything except the lumber used in construct- 
ing the buildings. A large sawmil) was brought and 
set up in the Bad Lands, fourteen miles from the site of 
the post. The lumber was sawet! there and hauled by 
team to the post. / 

Soldiers did much of the actual work in addition 
guarding the mill and the teams. The route to the mill 
lay throug extremely rough country, and miles of road 
had to be built by excavation and a dozen bridges had 
to be put up. The road built by the soldiers more than 
thirty years ago is in use and in good condition today. 

The fort was built around a square of about forty 
acres. Improvements were made from time to time, but 
much of the fort is as Miles and his soldiers made it in 
1877. | 

The Fort Keogh Military Reservation is ten miles 
square and has been pronounced second only to Fort 
Riley as a field for maneuvers. Every possible condi- 
tion of topography is in it. — : \ 

It begins with a broad, level valley at the river and 
extends southward through the Bad Lands. It embraces 
part of two large rivers, abundant timber, brush and 
small creeks. 

The wide valley with the hills to the south makes a 
splendid artillery range. The natural advantages of the 
place led to a suggestion a dew years ago -that the fort 
be made a brigade post and that an artillery range be 
established there, but the suggestion was not adopted. — 

The town of Miles City, not less noted than the post 
and known in early days a8 one of the toughest spots on 
the map, owes its existence to the post. Hugh Early, a 
veteran frontiersman and scout for Gen. Miles during 
the Indian days, says it was built as the result of a fight 
between a civilian and a soldier. 

“There were always a lot of gamblers and buffalo 
hunters hanging around the army camps in those days,” 
says Early, “and the Tongue Rivér cantonment was no 
exception. One of the toughs and a big soldier got in a 
fight one day and upset the whole camp. 

“The General (Miles) broke up the row and issued 

order that no civilian would be allowed to camp 
nearer than two miles from the post. I was working for 
the government then and that afternoon I rowed the 
general across Tongue River. 

“The general had some men and a surveyor’s chain 
with him. He had the men measure exactly two miles 
from the river, and sent word to the camp followers that 
they must camp below that spot. 

“The town started that very day. I picked up some 
old drift logs and threw them together to make a shack. 
It was the first house in the town, and there was a faro 
game running in it that very night. In derision the 
gang named the town Miles City.” 

When the soldiers moved from the contonment to the 
present site of the post the town moved a correspond- 
ing distance up the Yellowstone to where it is today. It 
kept its name and also kept two miles from the post. 

It retained its toughness through the buffalo days and 
the earlier days of the stock business. “No Bible west

well. The result of this condition was many a battle in 
Miles City. 

Although the Indian power in Eastern Montana was 
broken as a result of the campaigns of Miles, Terry, 
Crook and others, the country was the scene of many 
minor Indian uprisings during the fifteen years follow- 
ing the establishment of Fort Keogh. Keogh had its 
ghost dance experience and had it earlier than the trou- 
ble in South Dakota that led to the death of Sitting Bull 
and the fighting between cue and troops around the 

One of the most serious of these uprisings was led by 
a chief known as Sword Bearer. Sword Bearer had the 
ghost-dance idea several years before the Pine Ridge 
outbreak, and impressed it on his followers so strongly 
that a pitched battle between Indians and troops from 
Fort Keogh was necessary to restore peace. Several 
soldiers and about thirty-five Indians, among them 
Sword Bearer, were killed. 

Murders of stage drivers by Indians were frequent in 
the late "70s and early ‘80s, and small bands of hos- 


tiles roving about kept the soldiers at Keogh busy until © 


the railroad came in 1882. The Indians’ broke out oc- 
casionally, even after the railroad came. 

A large part of the force that took part in the Pine 
Ridge campaign went from Keogh. They marched over- 
land from the post to the scene of the trouble, 300 miles 


distant, in the midst of one of the frightfully severe 


winters that characterize the region. 


Lieut. Casey, one of the officers who left Keogh on 
that occasion, was murdered by one of his Indian scouts 
near Pine Ridge. Casey was the originator of the idea 
to solve the Indian problem by making soldiers of the 
Indians. He organized two troops of Indian soldiers 
at Keogh. The scheme was not successful, and was 
dropped soon after Casey’s death. The Indians could 
not be made to understand discipline and could not be 
educated to living in houses. 

One of the interesting stories of Keogh grew out of 
the experience of a young lieutenant named Marshall, 
who was assigned to the command of one of the Indian 
troops. Marshall came to Keogh fresh from West Point. 
The Indian had al) the contempt for the tenderfoot that 
made life hard for the easterner in those days. 

When Marshal] left the post with his Indians for a 
two weeks’ practice march, the older officers expected a 
good story when he returned. They got the story, but 
the Indians told it, not Marshall, and they did not re- 
gard it is humorous. 

_ Junction, Mont., opposite the mouth of the Big Horn 
River, was dead hard then. Marshall camped near it 
one night, posted his sentries, and went to sleep in his 
tent.

Junction, filled themseives with it and decided to have | 
some fun with the tenderfoot lieutenant. As a prelimi- ~ 


nary jest they sent’a dozen bullets from their carbines 
through the officer’s tent. | 

Marshall came out in a hurry, as they had expected, 
but the events that followed were somewhat unexpected. 

Marshal] was not large, but he was well-knit and ath- 
letic. He had a calm gray eye and a prominent chin, 
two outward indications the Indians had not taken inte 
their calculations. 

It took the officer only an instant to discover that 


some of his soldiers were drunk, but he did not realize 


that the entire command was intoxicated. He directed 
a sergeant near him to arrest the rioters. The _ ser- 
geant’s answer was a war whoop and a rush at the lieu- 
tenant. 

A savage blow in the ¢ace with Marshall’s fist put the 
sergeant down. The Indians were never able to agree 
on just what happened after that, but they remembered 
that Marshall took the sergeant’s carbine by the barrel 
and mingled with them. . 

After he had worked through his troop the members 
of it that were not down with broken heads were falling 
over one another in their anxiety to surrender or fleeing 
through the darkness. There was never a doubt after 
that as to who was boss of Marshall's troop, and when 
he returned to Keogh with his Indians they were so 
thoroughly under control that they would come and eat 
out of his hand, as one of the old-timers put it. 

Gen. Miles was the victim of a joke near Keogh, ac- 
cording to the diary of one of his old trumpeters, kept 
in 1877. 


It was necessary to move the command across the 


river on one of the expeditions. The river was bank 
full as a result of the June rise. common to this region. 
The general essayed the passage of the river on a raft. 
which got stuck in midstream and was left in this un- 
dignified position about four hours. The old trumpet- 
er’s memoirs insist this was a joke, but do not reveal 
who was responsible for sending the general’s raft to 
the sand bar. 3 

Ten years ago the abandonment of Fort Keogh would 
have been resisted vigorously on the ground that resi- 
dents of the region needed the protection of the soldiers 
against the Indians. As a matter of fact, Indians have 
killed a few sheep herders near Keogh within the last 
ten years, but these affairs can no longer be dignified as 
uprisings. They are simply murders following thefts, 
and the residents of Custer county appreciate that the 
civil authorities are able to handle the Indians now. 

The Indians have decreased from thousands to a few 
huntireds. Some of them are farmers, others are work- 
ing as day laborers and teamsters on the new railroad 
being built through the valley. None of them need be 
viewed with alarm.
